As of last Thursday the new 
regionalized ambulance service 
in the County of Mountain View 
was just four days old. 

But it had been a busy four 
days as the new unit had al¬ 
ready responded to 20 calls at 
that time. 

Mountain View Regional 
Emergency Service Executive 
Director Lyle McKellar, a li¬ 
cenced paramedic, said the days 
since the takeover on Jan. 1 
have been hectic but the new 
crew has risen to the challenge. 

“On an operational level, pa¬ 
tient care is being delivered. We 
are just trying to refine some 
things,” he said noting proce¬ 
dures and billing as items be¬ 
ing ironed out. 

“We are finding small 
glitches and moving on them.” 

As the date for the take over 
of Mountain View Ambulance 
grew closer at the end of Decem¬ 
ber, McKellar said he was a lit¬ 
tle worried the transition 
wouldn’t be a smooth one. He 
said one of his concerns had to 
do with communications as a 
new 9-1-1 service for the area 
was introduced. 

“It ended up being a very 
smooth transition,” said 
McKellar. “I was worried about 
the communication aspect. 
Would we be dispatched prop¬ 
erly through the 9-1-1 process?” 

Also before the takeover oc¬ 
curred, McKellar wasn’t exactly 
sure how the new service would 
be welcomed in the area. He was 
pleasantly surprised again. 

“We have been received very 
positively by the municipality, 
residents and hospitals. I didn’t 
expect it to the degree it is. I’ve 
worked in many different areas 
and have done set ups in many 
different places. 

“I have to take my hat off to 
this community,” he said. 

Even before the new ambu¬ 
lance service had started to set¬ 
tle in at the county building and 


at the hospital, where the am¬ 
bulances are being housed, 
McKellar has been thinking of 
the goals the new service will 
try to accomplish in its first year 
of operation. 

“We want to establish a very 
efficient ambulance operation at 
a very reasonable per capita 
rate. And then we want to try 
and maintain that rate.” 

As well as the new phone sys¬ 
tem, where the 9-1-1 calls are 
now sorted out in Red Deer and 
the local ambulances are dis¬ 
patched from the STARS centre, 
there was another major change 
that was made from the old sys¬ 
tem that should cut down on the 
response times of the ambu¬ 
lances. 

Mountain View Regional 
Emergency Service Paramedics 
will be working in 48 hour 
shifts, which are separated by 
four days off. While on duty, the 
paramedics will eat, sleep and 
basically live in quarters that 
have been set up at the hospi¬ 
tal, where the ambulances have 
been housed. When they get the 
call it is a matter of getting into 
the ambulance and taking off 
towards the scene. 

In the past paramedics would 
make the trip to the ambulance 
from their homes to the where 
the ambulances were being 
housed and then to where they 
were needed. 

“If we are going to operate 
an Advanced Life Support Sys¬ 
tem in the county it only made 
sense to make our response 
times shorter,” said McKellar. 

The paramedics that work 
with the regionalized program 
are a mix of employees that 
worked under the old contract 
with new ones that have come 
into the system. So far McKellar 
believes it has been a good mix. 

“It creates a good blend,” said 
McKellar, adding area familiari¬ 
zation hasn’t been a real issue. 

“The staff has been just ex¬ 
cellent.”

“And we have picked up 
some new (curlers) along the 
way,” he said adding that while 
he enjoys organizing the tour¬ 
nament each year, he really 
like getting on the ice once the 
competition begins. 

Curling will be held through¬ 
out this week starting at 10 
a.m. with draws running to 8 
p.m. 

That means at times local 
businessmen are juggling their 
schedules so they can hit the 
ice.And while the sheets of ice 
at the Didsbury curling rink 
will be busy, it will also be 
fairly busy in the lounge that 
overlooks the sheets of ice. There 


were times last year when it 
was standing room only. 

Part of the reason the up¬ 
stairs room gets busy are the 
meals during the day that spo¬ 
radically interrupt the spec¬ 
tators bouts of watching the 
curling. 

Breakfasts are served each 
morning and can be purchased 
for a buck. And dinner will be 
$2. 

On Friday night the spon¬ 
sors of the tournament will 
have the opportunity to get 
together with the participants 
and there will be a banquet 
and dance on Saturday night 
after the championship games 
have concluded. 

And 50/50 draws will be 
made daily. 

To pull off a successful 
event of this nature every year 
takes a lot of effort from many 
different areas, said Reese. He 
said there are about 20 core 
volunteers who have done eve¬ 
rything from canvassing for 
donations to helping out daily 
at the rink. And the sponsor¬ 
ship has been strong from 
year to year. Sponsorship is 
why the ‘spiel is such a suc¬ 
cess.

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Council passes 
capital recreation 
funding policy

In response to an increas¬ 
ing number of capital funding 
requests from urban centres 
in Mountain View County, 
council has passed a policy in 
terms of funding capital 
projects for recreation. 

The new policy will free up 
a maximum of $50 per county 
resident in each recreation dis¬ 
trict. 

The grant funding policy 
states that funds for capital 
projects will be taken from the 
Municipal Cash-in-Lieu Re¬ 
serve, which currently has ap¬ 
proximately $400,000. 

Under the policy that ac¬ 
count can never be depleted to 
under $100,000 and an initial 
$25 per resident will be granted 
to a capital project. Further, 
up to an additional $25 per 
resident will be granted as¬ 
suming the recreation district 
can match funds. Which means 
for a recreation district to re¬ 
ceive the full $50 per capita in 
funding county residents will 
have to raise $25 per capita in 
their district. 

“The intent of the match¬ 
ing grant is to identify sup¬ 
port and interest from the 
county residents,” said County 
Commissioner Harold 

Johnsrude. 

Also in order for the county 
to approve any fund for a 
capital project the dollar 
amounts must be matched by 
the municipality. 

According to the new policy 
county recreation projects will 
be given priority over any ur¬ 
ban request and in a case where 


funds are not available and 
have already been approved 
the county will pay out on a 
pro-rata basis. 

Under the funding struc¬ 
ture a total of $563,850 could 
be made available to the five 
urban centres in the county, 
based on the most recent 
county census data. 

If the $50 per capita maxi¬ 
mum was distributed the fund¬ 
ing breakdown would be as 
follows, on a per annum basis. 

Carstairs; $76,600; 

Cremona: $95,050; Didsbury: 
$119,650; Olds: $138,700; 
Sundre: $133,850. 

County council had already 
approved the site work for the 
new Carstairs arena prior to 
the approval of the policy, how¬ 
ever decided to include that 
project under the new funding 
guidelines. 

Despite the fact that the 
cost of the site preparation 
may exceed the maximum 
grant allowance to Carstairs 
the County has decided that 
all the costs will be funded 
through the Municipal Cash- 
in-lieu Reserve. 
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Local firearm 
owners chose to 
turn in their guns 

Local HIP Myron Thompson believes 
the Federal Government is achieving 
what it set out to do with the gun bill.

Instead of registering their guns many owners have decided 
instead to turn their weapons over to the RCMP. 

The local Didsbury detachment has seen much local traffic 
coming through as owners are giving up their firearms rather 
than registering them. 

“We have had an increase (of people dropping off their 
firearms),” said Sergeant Ron Platz of the Didsbury RCMP. 
“People don’t want to take the time or the bother to register 
their firearms.” 

Platz said some firearm owners who chose not to register 
their guns don’t want to be in violation of the law and are 
bringing their guns to the station to be destroyed. 

As of Jan. 1 gun owners needed a Firearms Licence, while the 
date for registering the actual firearms is Jan. 1, 2003. 

Enforcement of the law does include inspections. Inspections 
are strictly limited to businesses, collectors of restricted fire¬ 
arms, owners of prohibited firearms and owners of more than 
10 firearms. Even then, an inspector may enter a home only on 
reasonable notice and with the owner’s consent. 

If permission is not granted, a warrant must be obtained 
from a Justice of the Peace, and reasonable grounds must be

shown. 

“We are not going to be knocking on doors,” said Platz. “We 
will deal with each situation as it arises.” 

Wildrose Member of Parliament Myron Thompson said the 
new law makes criminals out of otherwise law-abiding citizens 
and the fact that people are bringing their firearms to be 
destroyed proves that. 

“I think the government is accomplishing what it wanted to 
do,” said Thompson. “They wanted to confiscate guns and 
people are giving them up. It’s too bad we are are living in a 
country that is coming to this.” 

Thompson said he believes law abiding citizens use their 
guns for hunting, tools and recreation. He added he doesn’t 
believe criminals will register their guns or bring them into an 
RCMP detachment to be destroyed. 

Thompson said the law is a lousy piece of legislation. 

“It has cost a huge amount of money and it isn’t going to 
prevent crime or suicides,” said Thompson who said the Cana¬ 
dian Alliance party would have repealed the law if they were 
elected. 

“It’s law now. We are going to have to live with it.” 

Platz said the Didsbury RCMP is still taking guns. He 
advises those who want to drop off their firearms at night to call 
and make sure there is someone at the detachment to take 
them.

laid had decreased. 

“It appears more people are 
taking caution,” said Platz. “I 
think all of the campaigns are 
helping and people are becom¬ 
ing more educated.” 

Platz also pointed to the new 
laws implemented about a year 


ago, where drunk drivers have 
their licences revoked at the 
time of the incident. 

“All of these features help.” 

The checkstops, which were 
run through the month of De¬ 
cember usually involved.all of 
the working RCMP officers 


on duty at night. That number 
usually ranged from two to 
four officers. Platz said hav¬ 
ing just one officer at the scene 
was inappropriate because of 
safety reasons. 

Officers used a ALCO-SUR 
at the scene to determine if a 
driver had been drinking and 
then would bring offenders to 
the station for more extensive 
tests if warranted. 

Checkstop locations 
throughout December were 
also varied and covered Water 
Valley and Carstairs along 
with Didsbury. 

The local RCMP received 


help from other detachments 
and sometimes Fish and Wild¬ 
life officers, if they were avail¬ 
able. 

While Platz said December 
is unusual as far as the number 
of checkstops being set up, he 
said the RCMP tries to main¬ 
tain a presence in the drink¬ 
ing and driving campaign 
throughout the year. 

“Every police force tries to 
step it up for the month of 
December. For the rest of the 
year we do one whenever we 
can,” said Platz, adding the 
Standard goal is to do one a 
weekend.

Firearm fiasco 



There are many problems with Cana¬ 
da' s new gun registration law and they 
are starting to surface locally. 

That became the case when the date 
changed over to 2001 last week as 
many local gun owners are handing in 
their weapons. 

Instead of registering their firearms, 
many people are deciding to turn their 
weapons in to the police. They don’t 
want to break the law, and this has 
become the rock and hard place situa¬ 
tion they have been squeezed into. 

The Didsbury detachment has seen an increase in the number of 
firearms that have come in since the legislation law has come into 
effect. 

Law abiding citizens are giving up their firearms. 

It is an easy realization that criminals are not going to register their 
weapons (the smart ones anyway) as they are needed to perpetrate 
a variety of crimes. 

So that leaves us with the bad guys having guns and the good 
guys holding fewer. 

Part of the reason the gun law has been enacted is because guns 
are misunderstood. While many would consider guns to be a 
weapon, I think it is also important to think of them as a tool, especially 
for farmers. Guns are a source of protection for the farmer who live 
many miles from an RCMP detachment. They are also used in some 
cases to rid pests from the farm (gophers, coyotes) and to put down 
sick animals. 

And guns are also used in many reputable sporting activities. 
There are many local trapshooters in the area and biathlon is a sport 
which is practised all over the province and the country. 

Another problem with the gun law is how it applies differently to 
different people. The gun law currently allows native children under 
the age of 12 to use guns without training or adult supervision. While 
the absence of law would put no restrictions on any facet of the gun 
owning communities despite age or creed, a division of Canadians 
is being set up when certain laws are applied to one facet and not the 
entire population. 

And judging by response in the way of letters and editorials in our 
local daily newspapers, people no doubt are upset their rights are 
different than other peoples when it comes to this gun law. 

And besides the cost and the general idea of registering the guns 
of Canada being the motivating factor for people not wanting to 
be involved with the registration process, the application form 
should raise a few eyebrows as well. Questions pertaining to past 
relationships should not be applicable to the gun registration law and 
merit on that item in most cases is irrelevant to owning a firearm. 

But this law is something we are going to have to live with. The 
Federal Government has already spent too much money on this 
initiative to make any changes to the legislation. The Canadian 
voters re-elected the Cretien government and the Liberals do have 
a mandate to go ahead with this law. 

Even if it is a lousy law.

Reader wants consistent council 


Dear Editor, 

For several months - when 
possible -1 attended the Wednes¬ 
day sessions of the County Plan¬ 
ning Department and the 
monthly County Council meet¬ 
ings. Particularly I was inter¬ 
ested in the Direct Control regu¬ 
lations for the redesignated quar¬ 
ter at Highways 22 and 27. In 
addition, the array of topics and 
the manner with which council¬ 
lors handle them was interesting 
and revealing. Consequently, I 
thought one final reflection about 
the topic of how the DC regula¬ 
tions were implemented is impor¬ 
tant to the people of our county. 

Among other issues, the group 
of ratepayers with whom I have 
been working were particularly 
concerned that extensive agri¬ 
culture not be allowed on the 
quarter after development. Now 
this seemed to be sensible since 
Councillors James, Davies, 
Ingerveld, and Penner voted for 
redesignation to industrial/com¬ 
mercial. Why would extensive 
agriculture be “deemed allowed?” 

During council’s discussion 
about this matter Councillor 
James, using all the wisdom of 
his past several years on council, 
stated that for the last seven 
months people had argued that 
this quarter is good agricultural 
land so why should it now not be 
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used for agricultural purposes. 
Councillor Davies quickly 
agreed. These are the very coun¬ 
cillors who, for seven months, 
sided with industrial/commer¬ 
cial redesignation. Such turn¬ 
coat selective wisdom has been 
guiding many of council’s deci¬ 
sions. It should give us cause to 
wonder if we want this to con¬ 
tinue. 

The point, in my opinion, is 
that these councillors are in¬ 
consistent and possibly biased. 
The redesignation of the land 
was to locate small business on 
the quarter to avoid break-up of 
existing quarters. However, 
council has allowed case after 
case of subdivision (just look at 
the Mountain View News), 
which can, in the future, lead to 
small business development. 

Right now council is consid¬ 
ering the break-up of a quarter 
into four forty-acre parcels un¬ 
der the guise of intensive agri¬ 
culture. How long will it take 
for a developer to grab a piece 
for redesignation to residential 
development? 

Does council take responsi¬ 
bility for this possibility? No. 
The remark was made that this 
council cannot determine what 
future councils may do. Did they 
take the initiative to say that 
the quarter should stay intact 
to protect farming? Not yet. 
The only conclusion one can 
make is that protecting farm 
land is not important to this 
council. 

Throughout the process of 
revising the DC regulations it 
has become evident that the 
present administration and 
management of the county ap¬ 
pear to lack innovation, insight, 
concern and experience for fu¬ 
ture county needs involved in 
the impact that industrial/com¬ 
mercial expansion will have on 
our community. One cannot en¬ 
tirely blame the Mountain View 


County Council for the rag tag 
manner in which much of the 
process involved in redesignation 
and regulation of the land in ques¬ 
tion. Administration and man¬ 
agement failed to prepare the 
county for the unusual push for 
industrial development planned 
in the unreleased, yet infamous, 
Stantec Report. Administration 
and management are stuck in an 
antiquated, hierarchical system 
of handling people and business. 
Although these people listen they 
do not act. 

A request was made for some¬ 
one to assist ratepayers when 
they request information. An in¬ 
dependent body. As yet, we know 
of no one who is assigned to 
advise. Other counties do this. 

A request was made for a sound 
system to be used at county meet¬ 
ings so that people will under¬ 
stand the whisperers on council 
addressing the chair. As yet no 
change is evident. 

Is it any wonder that people 
are reluctant to give the county a 
new building? The treatment of 
county administration, manage¬ 
ment and elected officials must 
deserve respect for such approba¬ 
tion. 

Think about this situation. 
What we do with the 2001 fall 
election will direct our lives for 
many years. Do more than think. 
If you have never attended a 
Municipal Planning meeting or a 
County Council meeting take time 
on a Wednesday (meetings are 
held on the 1st, 3rd, and 4th 
Wednesdays) at 10:00 to see for 
yourself what is happening. It 
will be well worth your time and 
may improve your life.

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nail systems are a waste of taxpayers money 


Dear Editor: 

The National Post article from Nov. 
2. 2(XX) best explains that there is an 
obvious difference between those 
who own property. Let us start with 
the premise made by Alberta Trail Net 
Director Linda Strong Watson. "Re¬ 
search show s trail development does 
not have an negative impact on rural 
landowners." 

Firstly, 1 can dispute all research 
they have. I live beside the Catarqui 
Trail in Ontario. This trail has been 
open to snowmobiles for seven years 
and the last three years to hikers, 
bikers, and now is being opened to 
ATVs. They say property goes up in 
value. It does not. If you own a home 
in a beautiful setting but ski doos and 
ATVs go by your house at all hours, 
this does not make the value go up. In 
some circumstances in urban areas 
when the trail is strictly non-motor- 
ized the values go up. This trail, how¬ 
ever. will be motorized. If the trail 
association truly believes this and 
will pay for an appraisal on my home 
with and without the trail, and 1 am 
wrong then EH apologize. My ap¬ 
praiser in a casual conversation has 
said the value has gone down. 

Secondly, the fences are an ex¬ 
pense and time consuming. The Line 
Fences Act in Ontario clearly shows 
that the trail owner must pay l(X)% of 
the fencing. Here in my backyard the 
trail proponents accepted this condi¬ 
tion. Now they lobby to change the 
law so they don't have to pay and 
make landowners take them to court 
at great expense. Any reasonable 
person can understand that the rail¬ 
way maintained fences and put them 
up and that farmers and landowners 


rights should be adhered to. Why 
should landowners maintain fences 
for the trail? If there was no trail only 
120 feet of extra fence would be 
needed; not miles of it at 10 or 15 
dollars per linear foot. Land owners 
were promised they would have con¬ 
tinued access across and on this trail. 
Many have been entirely cut off. Keys 
might of been provided but they were 
not provided. Why Not? The trail 
owner, the Cataraqui Region Conser¬ 
vation Authority, is supposed to 
maintain fences and pay 1 (X) percent 
of the costs. The authority refused to 
do anything for owners and forces 
them into taking court action for sat¬ 
isfaction. I think the authority knows 
most land owners can not afford to 
take court action and so it does not 
have to spend money. I think this is a 
simple stall tactic until the Cataraqui 
Region Authority can lobby politi¬ 
cians to pass legislation to end the 
commitment to maintaining fences. 

When the township has been 
questioned about any bylaws being 
ignored by the trail board, it has re¬ 
fused to answer. When the trail board 
has been questioned about the mat¬ 
ters concerning the trail, it does not 
reply. Is no one accountable for this 
trail? Taxpayers money seems to be 
freely spent. 

Thirdly, the trail people promised, 
shielding to quiet the noise from ski 
doos and ATVs. berms or sol id fences 
needed to be put up to protect homes. 
These have been promised but there 
is no money. They have the trail. Land 
owners have the noise and privacy 
invasion. Money is the biggest issue. 
Here at my trail we were led to believe 
the trail would get all kinds of financial 


support various sources. It failed to 
materialize. Really many things were 
promised and you will be promised 
them as well. However, getting them 
is doubtful unless the politicians have 
given millions of dollars to them ahead 
of time. Make sure trail people have 
the money first. For a trail like yours 
out west 10 million dollars would only 
be chicken feed. 

There is no more money for the 
trail. Land owners are stuck with all 
the problems associated with a poorly 
maintained highway for off-road ve¬ 
hicles and no hope of them being 
resolved. One solution is account¬ 
ability. In my opinion, trail board mem¬ 
bers operate as though the trail is their 
private corporation and domain. Well, 
it is not. and they must be account¬ 
able to the public. Creative account¬ 
ing should not be acceptable. The 
trail board should consist of all elected 
politicians who can be held account¬ 
able and expelled from office if they 
are negligent. Land owners concerns 
should be dealt with, not ignored. 
Make the interest group honour the 
deals they make. The trail needs wash¬ 
rooms. speed limits signs, garbage 
collection, buffers and policing. 

Fourthly, the safety issues. 
Bridges are the most expensive as¬ 
sets of a trail. Certainly, as a land- 
owner. I think the politicians and trail 
board have failed me miserably. They 
promised to make the trail safe. Caffeys 
Lock bridge has still not been made 
safe. It is being used by adults and 
children. The X-by-IO inch Keep Off 
sign is not a deterrent. Someone is 
going to get hurt. 

Trails are no legacy to future gen¬

Corporate hog practices should be examained 


Dear Editor, 

At a December 6 Washington. 
D.C. news conference a group of 
all-star lawyers, including Robert 
F. Kennedy, Jr., announced a huge 
legal action against the hog fac¬ 
tory industry The news release 
stated: 

“Environmentalists, family farm 
activists, and animal welfare ad¬ 
vocates today announced that 
they have recruited an all-star team 
of private bar attorneys and law 
firms to launch a broad legal as¬ 
sault against the corporate hog 
industry. Citing the government's 
failure to prosecute industry prac¬ 
tices that shatter rural communi¬ 
ties and contaminate public wa¬ 
terways, the public interest groups 
said they will work with prominent 
plaintiffs lawyers to reform the 
industry, restore damaged eco¬ 
systems and reinvigorate Ameri¬ 
ca's family farms 

‘ The environmentalists ar¬ 
gued today that "hog factories" 
are having disastrous impacts on 
America’s natural resources and 
are exposing humans to a variety 
of health risks. Industrial meat fac¬ 
tories discharge the waste from 
millions of hogs along with toxic 
disinfectants, antibiotics, pesti¬ 
cides and other poisons untreated 
to the environment. Hog factory 
odors make life unbearable in ad¬ 
jacent communities. Spills from 
vast feces lagoons have aggra¬ 
vated fish kills involving billions 


of fish and poisoned soils, rivers, 
aquifers and public waterways. 
Disease outbreaks linked to these 
illegal practices have sickened fish¬ 
ermen and river users with respira¬ 
tory injury, brain damage and other 
afflictions. By saving money 
through illegal disposal practices, 
hog factories have artificially low¬ 
ered the price of pork, driving hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of family farm¬ 
ers off their land. 

“Environmentalists complain 
that despite the clear illegality of 
such practices, government has 
abrogated its enforcement duties 
Federal environmental prosecu¬ 
tion against the meat industry has 
effectively ceased because Con¬ 
gress has eviscerated the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency’s 
enforcement budget while the 
political clout of powerful pork 
producers has trumped state en¬ 
forcement efforts,” according to 
Water Keeper Alliance President, 
Robert F. Kennedy, Jr. "This col¬ 
lapse of environmental enforce¬ 
ment has allowed corporate hog 
factories to proliferate with huge 
pollution based profits.” 

Water Alliance. Sierra Club, and 
farm and animal advocates have 
assembled leading national class 
action law firms to implement liti¬ 
gation strategies to reform the in¬ 
dustry. The firms are the success¬ 
ful veterans of legal wars against 
big tobacco and the asbestos and 
Daikon Shield industries. As in 


the tobacco wars, the public inter¬ 
est groups are turning to the pri¬ 
vate bar to defend the public inter¬ 
est because federal and state regu¬ 
lators are moving so slowly. “This 
historical assemblage of legal tal¬ 
ent will fill the vacancy left by 
government's failure to prosecute 
and confront these polluters with 
the most formidable threat they 
have ever faced,” Kennedy said. 
"The failure of government has 
forced us to find champions out¬ 
side the regulatory community. 
We are grateful that the private 
bar has risen to the challenge.’, he 
added. Richard Middleton, the 
immediate past president of the 
American Trial Lawyers Associa¬ 
tion, is one of the leaders of the 
group organized by Water Keeper 
Alliance "Using its wealth and 
political power, this industry has 
illegally seized public waterways 
for its waste disposal," said 
Middleton Jan Schlitchtmann, of 
Leiff, Cabraser, Heimann & 
Bernstein. L.L..P., whose prior en¬ 
vironmental exploits were re¬ 
counted in the best selling book A 
Civil Action, is among the group's 
organizers. Schlichtmann pro¬ 
nounced that, "Our objective is to 
civilize this industry ." 

“Family farm activists joined in 
announcing the assault on indus¬ 
trial hog producers. The National 
Farmers' Union, with over 300,000 
members, represents the nation's 
family farmers. NFU President. 


Leland Swenson, said family farm¬ 
ers should take an aggressive 
stand against corporate farming. 
"Industrial hog production is not 
farming. The practices of these 
corporate giants have nothing to 
do with traditional agriculture and 
are forcing many farmers out of 
business.” 

In the past decade, a handful of 
major corporations have been po¬ 
sitioning themselves to com¬ 


pletely control hog production and 
wipe out independent family hog 
farmers. "Over 70% of independ¬ 
ent family hog farms have been 
pushed out of business by corpo¬ 
rate hog giants over the past dec¬ 
ade," Swenson noted." 

Is this the future we want for 
Alberta?

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Didsbury blood 
donor clinic 
planned Jan. 17 

Organizers hoping to colled 00 pints 
oi blood at upcoming blood clinic 
which will be held locally in a week.

Didsburians will have the chance to give the gift of life on 
Jan. 17 as the local Royal Purple host a doner clinic in 
conjunction with Canadian Blood Services. 

Clinics are held locally twice a year, at the beginning of the 
year in January and in the summertime to help replinish 
stocks. 

“The blood stock is usually down after the Christmas 
season,” said Royal Purple volunteer Shirley Thompson. 

At the last clinic held locally about 80 pints of blood were 
collected. All of it ended up going to help the people at the Pine 
Lake disaster which occurred almost immediately after the 
blood clinic took place. 

This year the goal for the Royal Purple is to collect 90 pints. 

“We usually get at least 100 people through the door, but 
that number shrinks after the screening process,” said 
Thompson adding that a pint of blood donated can help as many 
as five or six people. 

The process of donating blood takes about one hour. 

To donate blood certain requirements have to be met. 
Donors should be between 17 and 71 years of age, for those 
whom have given blood in the past two years. First time donors 
should be between 17- and 61-years-old. 

Donors should be in good health and feeling well the day of 
the donation and weigh 110 pounds (50 kgs) or more. 

A duration of 56 days should seperate each donation. 

A trophy, which was donated by the Didsbury Hospital 
Auxiliary, is also given out after each clinic. The group or 
business that supplies the most donors takes the prize. The 
winner from last summer was Olds College, although the town 
of Didsbury came close to winning the honor. 

Prospective donors should bring identification bearing their 
signature and appointments are appreciated, but not neces¬ 
sary.

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Canada Post creates a jewel of a stamp 

New Canadian postage stamp celebrates Year of the Snake 


Using jade and quartz, 
Canada Post will be shedding 
the 20th century in style. The 
Honourable Andre Ouellet, 
President and Chief Executive 
Officer of Canada Post, an¬ 
nounced today plans to issue 
two Lunar New Year stamps 
on January 5, 2001. The Year 
of the Snake, which begins on 
January 24th, 2001, is the fifth 
of the 12-year cycle to be hon¬ 
oured in this fashion by Canada 
Post. The stamps will be made 
available in both domestic and 
international rate denomina¬ 
tions; the domestic rate stamp 
will be available in panes of 
25, while the international rate 
stamp will be sold in a single¬ 
stamp souvenir sheet format. 

The stamp was designed by 
Marlene Wou, previously of 
CDDC and now with Timm 
Williams Design in Vancou¬ 
ver. Ms. Wou designed the 
Orchids stamps for Canada 
Post in 1999. By combining 
jade sculpture by Lyle Sopel, 
calligraphy by Yukman Lai 
and the digital photography of 
Montizambert Photography, 
Ms. Wou creates a unique de¬ 
sign that emphasizes the fluid 
form and decorative body pat¬ 
terns of the snake. Even the 
shape, which has parallel sides 
but an upward arching top 
and bottom, connotes the rep¬ 
tile’s movement. 

The domestic rate stamp de¬ 
picts a (British Columbia jade) 
green snake against an opal¬ 
escent quartz background, bor¬ 
dered by jade sculptures, with 


the word “snake” written in 
gold Chinese characters. The 
international rate souvenir 
sheet, also in an arch shape, 
features a caramel-coloured 
(Siberian jade) snake against 
a background identical to the 
domestic rate stamp. 

The traditional Chinese Lu¬ 
nar New Year begins at sunset 
on the day of the second new 
moon following the winter sol¬ 
stice, and is marked by fifteen 
days of celebrations. In 2001, 
the Year of the Snake will offi¬ 
cially begin at sunset on Janu¬ 
ary 24th, as the Year of the 
Dragon comes to a close. 

The new year festivities in¬ 
clude both public and domestic 
ceremonies ensure good for¬ 
tune, prosperity, good health 
and longevity in the coming 
year. Special activities, like 
the lighting of fire crackers to 
banish malevolent spirits, the 


ritual cleaning of homes as a 
form of exorcism, and special 
“symbolic” foods like apples 
(for peace), oranges (for 
wealth) and lotus seeds (for 
fertility) all play a role during 
the celebrations. 

People born in the Year of 
the Snake are said to be deep 
thinkers, graceful and soft- 
spoken, and tend to gravitate 
toward the finer things in life. 
People born in the years 2001, 
1989, 1977, 1965, 1953, 1941, 
1929 or 1917 are said to be 
fast learners, full of inner 
strength and have a profound 
sense of responsibility. El¬ 
egant in speech, dress and 
manners, people born in the 
Year of the Snake are best 
suited to become philosophers, 
theologians, politicians and 
financiers. Famous people 
born in the Year of the Snake 
include Abraham Lincoln,

Saving the foundered horse - Lamlnttts is repairable 


Laminitis is preventable 
and repairable. A foundered 
horse can be saved! Break¬ 
through techniques to save the 
foundered horse will be pre¬ 
sented at the 2001 Alberta 
Horse Breeders and Owners 
Conference, being held at the 
Capri Centre in Red Deer on 
January 12 to 14, 2001. 

“Sandy Loree, a graduate 
of the Olds College Farrier Cer¬ 
tificate Program, first class jour¬ 
neyman welder and the devel¬ 
oper of the 5S Equine Sole Sup¬ 
port System for management of 
many foot problems including 
wall cracks and laminitis,” says 
Les Burwash, head of equine 
studies with Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment, Airdrie. “Loree will be 
discussing his experiences and 
successes in preventing and 
dealing with this very painful 
and debilitating condition in 
horses.” 

Loree’s presentation will 
describe necessary techniques 
to prevent and repair founder 
and will outline the responsi¬ 
bilities of the horse owner, the 
farrier and the veterinarian 
during the process. 

Laminitis is the inflamma¬ 
tion of the laminae. The inflam¬ 
mation is a local response to 
tissue cellular injury that is 
marked by capillary dilation, 
concentration of clear serum 
fluids, swelling, redness, heat 
and pain. The laminae, how¬ 
ever, is not targeted specifi¬ 


cally, it is actually a systemic 
condition. The horse suffers 
aches and pains in various parts, 
similar to how humans feel with 
the flue or stress. The laminae 
is just one of many body tissues 
affected. The negative affect on 
the laminae may be compounded 
because of its location at the 
extremity of limbs. Other fac¬ 
tors that contribute are that 
circulation is not as efficient in 
the hoof and there is consider¬ 
able tension during weight bear¬ 
ing service. An unhealthy lami¬ 
nae is weakened to a point that 
it can no longer support the 
normal weight bearing load and 
literally gets torn apart. 

Loree’s presentation will 
cover the weight bearing proc¬ 
ess within the hoof; the factors 
that trigger displacement of the 
hoof wall from the coffin bone; 
how to prevent laminitis; how 
to prevent founder; how to re¬ 
pair the foundered foot; meth¬ 
ods, techniques, procedures to 
unload the wall; affects of sole 
loading and expected results. 

The Alberta Horse Breed¬ 
ers and Owners Conference, a 
premier horse conference that 
is the only one of its kind in 
Canada, is conducted by the 
Horse Industry Section of Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, the Alberta 
Quarter Horse Breeders Group 
and the Canadian Thorough¬ 
bred Horse Society - Alberta 
Division, with major sponsor¬ 
ship from the Alberta Society 


for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 

“The 2001 conference fea¬ 
tures 15 internationally recog¬ 
nized speakers,” adds Burwash. 
“As well as Loree, the program 
of speakers includes: Dr. Frank 
Andrews, professor and section 
chief of large animal medicine 
at the University of Tennessee, 
who has worked in the area of 
gastric ulcers for 11 years; Joe 
Hayes, AQHA and NRHA judge 
and one of the top 10 reiners in 
the world; Dr. Sue McDonnell, 
head of the equine behaviour 
lab at the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania where her primary in¬ 
terest is the study and treat¬ 
ment of abnormal stallion be¬ 
haviour; Mimi Porter, certified 
and licensed athletic trainer is 
responsible for developing the 
first college curriculum on 
equine therapy in Kentucky; 
and, Dr. Don Thompson, pro¬ 
fessor of animal science at Loui¬ 
siana State University focus¬ 
ing on nutritional and meta¬ 
bolic interactions with repro¬ 
ductive traits in horses.” 

The conference is arranged 
so that attendees can follow 
four streams of interest — Ara¬ 
bian, Quarter Horse, Thor¬ 
oughbred and all breeds. While 
many follow the program de¬ 
signed for a particular breed 
preference, conference partici¬ 
pants can attend any of the 
sessions, and will receive the 
printed materials from all ses¬ 
sions..

This week we look at our local political leaders and what their 
hopes and plans are for the year 2001. 


It’s an Election Year ... 


Richard Marz was elected to his first term in the Legislative 
Assembly as MLA for Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills in 1997. He 
continues to work for his constituents and has his work cut out for 
him with a provincial election in his near future. “I have high 
expectations that the economy will continue to be firing the most 
cylinders in 2001,” he says, “and I am looking forward to a turn¬ 
around in the agriculture field, particularly with prices for grains 
and oilseeds. It’s long past due to the market to turn around in that 
sector,” he adds, “and we’ll do everything in the government we 
can to help.” Richard has operated a farm in the Three Hills area 
since 1966, and certainly holds the agriculture industry near and 
dear. “My personal perspective is that we have put a lot of money 
into health care, and I’m looking forward to getting through some 
of the problems there ... seeing further reduced waiting time for 
patients.” There’s also a few big construction projects planned for 
our constituency too. “There’s $6 million allocated for the replacement of 50 long term care beds in 
Didsbury, as well as $600,000. plus for assisted living beds,” he said. “Ten in Three Hills and 20 in 
Didsbury. This is a real plus to our health care system. It’s an identifiable area between lodge living 
and long term care, and I’m happy to see those types of services in our constituency soon.” Due to 
some active lobbying by constituents in the area, Richard has cautious optimism for dialysis in the 
area. “I am very optimistic about acquiring dialysis in the constituency in the new year,” adding, 
“the health care system in Didsbury has been positive recently. The new administration appears to 
be appreciated from all areas of the constituency served by Region 5.” More hopes from our MLA 
include road repairs. “There’s a number of infrastructure projects throughout the constituency and 
I’ve been lobbying the Minister ... especially bridges and roads. I’m hopeful that in the next 2-3 years 
we can get these projects off the ground and get commitments for the upgrades.” Roads Richard 
addressed were passing lanes on Highway 22 to make it a lot safer, working on Highway 2A between 
Didsbury and Carstairs, and Highway 806 between Acme and Linden. “These are high priorities for 
me, and I’ll sleep a lot easier at night when they’re completed,” he said with a smile. 


A Lot of Energy ... 


Mountain View County stretches across a million acres of rich 
farmland in south-central Alberta. Four towns are located 
within the boundaries of the County, including Olds, Didsbury, 

Carstairs and Sundre as well as the village of Cremona. Exten¬ 
sive development of the farmlands and natural resources might 
surprise those who came west over 100 years ago. The County 
has thriving industries in agriculture, oil and gas, lumber, and 
tourism. A council of seven elected representatives, including 
Reeve Ian Harvie, handles the management of this rural area. 

Harvie was first elected to council in 1995 and served as Deputy 
Reeve for a year before being appointed Reeve in 1999. His plans 
for 2001 centre around enhancing and improving various rela¬ 
tionships. “We will be striving for stronger relationships with 
the province,” he says. Working together with the various other governments is critical to 
successes on joint projects as well. “Our objective,” he says, “is to continue working with urban 
municipalities on cooperative projects. We want to work on strengthening the planning issues 
and processes of that in light of economic development,” he adds. Residents in Mountain View 
County will be facing an election in the fall of 2001 and right now, Ian has intentions to run 
again in October for another term. “I enjoy working on behalf of the ratepayers,” he says, “for 
the betterment of the county.”

Thompson, was re¬ 
elected to serve the peo¬ 
ple of Wild Rose Con¬ 
stituency at the federal 
election just a few 
months ago.

QUESTION: You have talked about how Barbie dolls place 
undue emphasis on clothing, possessions and appearance. 
Barbie isn’t the only example of this adolescent influence in our 
culture, is she? 

DR. DOBSON: No, our children are saturated with 
commercial stuff that has the same impact. More and more, we 
see adolescent clothes, attitudes and values being marketed to 
younger and younger children. And rock and rap music, with 
adolescent and adult themes, are finding eager listeners among 
the very young. I believe it is desirable to postpone the 
adolescent experience until it is summoned by the happy 
hormones. Therefore, I strongly recommend that parents 
screen the influences to which their children are exposed, 
keeping activities appropriate for each age. While we can’t 
isolate our kids from the world as it is, we don’t have to turn 
our babies into teenyboppers. 

QUESTION: Please talk about a father’s impact on his 
daughter and what he should hope to accomplish through that 
relationship. 

DR. DOBSON: Fathers have an incalculable impact on 
their daughters. Most psychologists believe, and I am one of 
them, that all future romantic relationships to occur in a girl’s 
life will be influenced positively or negatively by the way she 
perceives and interacts with her dad. If he rejects and ignores 
her, she will spend her life trying to replace him in her heart. 
If he is warm and nurturing, she will look for a lover to equal 
him. If he thinks she is beautiful, worthy and feminine, she will 
be inclined to see herself that way. But if he thinks she is 
unattractive and uninteresting, she is likely to carry self¬ 
esteem problems into her adult years. I have also observed that 
a woman’s respect for her husband is significantly influenced 
by the way she perceived her father. If he was overbearing, 
uncaring or capricious during her developmental years, she 
may disrespect her husband and question his judgment. But if 
Dad blended love and leadership in a way that conveyed 
strength, she will be more likely to live harmoniously with him. 
None of these tendencies or trends are absolute, of course. 
Individual differences can always produce exceptions and 
contradictions. But this statement will be hard to refute: A 
good father will leave his imprint on his daughter for the rest 
of her life. 


QUESTION: My children are still young and they are 
doing fine now, but I worry a lot about the adolescent years that 
lie ahead. I’ve seen other parents go through some pretty 
terrible things when their teen-agers began to rebel. How can 
I help my sons avoid that turmoil 10 years from now? 

DR. DOBSON: The apprehension you describe is well- 
founded, and many parents feel something similar today. The 
most important suggestion I can make is for you to redouble 
your efforts to build good relationships with your kids while 
they are young. That is the key to surviving the adolescent 
years. If they emerge from childhood with doubts about 
whether you really love and care for them, anything is possible 
during the turbulent teens. Boundaries, restrictions and 
threats will be no match for adolescent anger, frustration and 
resentment. As author Josh McDowell has said, “Rules with¬ 
out relationship leads to rebellion.” He is right. That’s why 
parents can’t afford to get preoccupied with business and other 
pursuits that interfere with the task of raising children. Kids 
are young for such a brief period. During that short window, 
they must be given priority. 

Once you’ve done what you can to lay the proper foundation, 
I urge you to approach your parenting duties with confidence. 
Anxiety about the future is risky in itself. It can make parents 
tentative and insecure in dealing with their youngsters. They 
don’t dare cross them or deny their wishes for fear of being 
hated in the teen years. Teen-agers pick up those vibes 
intuitively, which often generates disrespect in return. Don’t 
make that mistake. You have been placed in a position of 
authority over your young children. Lead them with confi¬ 
dence and care.

First World Braille Day 
declared January 4,2001 


January 4, 2001 will mark the first World 
Braille Day. Delegates to the World Blind 
Union’s 5th General Assembly held late last 
year in Melbourne, Australia, passed a unani¬ 
mous resolution to declare January 4th as 
World Braille Day. January 4 is the birth date 
of Louis Braille, the inventor of braille. 

The day is a tribute to the genius of Louis 
Braille, who almost 200 years ago, revolution¬ 
ized the lives of people who are blind and 
visually impaired, with his invention of a 
simple yet sophisticated system of six raised 
dots. Used in various combination, the six 
“magic” dots can be used to form letters of the 
alphabet, musical notations, chemistry sym¬ 
bols, numbers and punctuation. 

“Braille is to the blind person what the 
printed word is to the sighted individual, 
access to information and contact with the 
outside world,” said James Sanders, Presi¬ 
dent of the World Blind Union’s North Ameri¬ 
can and Caribbean Region. 

To encourage people around the world to 
celebrate World Braille Day, the World Blind 


Union has developed a Web site that includes 
special community activities and school pro¬ 
grams to mark the event. The Web site was 
made possible by the World Blind Union and its 
partners Human Resources Development 
Canada - National Literacy Secretariat, the 
Canadian National Institute for the Blind 
(CNIB), the Canadian Braille Literacy Founda¬ 
tion and the Canadian Braille Authority. To 
access the information on World Braille Day in 
English and French visit the CNIB Web site at 
www.cnib.ca. 

An international voice of more than 165 
million blind and visually impaired people 
around the world, the World Blind Union (WBU) 
monitors legislation and works to change atti¬ 
tudes about blindness. The WBU has two main 
objectives: The prevention and cure of unnec¬ 
essary blindness and the provision of services 
and programs for people who are blind.

“We made a conscious decision at that time to improve the 
service to developers and it has been paying off ever since.” 

With the increase in activity there have been some increased 
challenges for the town, said Wigg. 

“We are faced with the challenge of providing residents with 
good municipal services. There are changing expectations and 
needs to be filled now.” 

He points the addition of a bylaw officer and an increased 
presence of the RCMP as some of the areas people look for in 
a town of Didsbury’s size. 

“There is a greater emphasis of having clean neighbour¬ 
hoods,” he added. 

Five years from now, Didsbury will have grown larger than 
it is at this moment, said Wigg. But that is growth that should 
and will have to be properly monitored he added. 

“We want to ensure that we do not grow too quickly and 
maintain some orderly growth,” said Wigg, adding the Town 
experienced some growing pains even in the last year. 

“It’s hard for small communities. As you grow bigger, you 
have to keep up with the responsibilities that come with that.” 

Wigg said that the peaks and valleys of growth are inevitable 
but an effort needs to be made to make sure the growth is 
steady and controlled. 

Issues in the future the town will have to work through 
include keeping up on infrastructure issues despite not seeing 
as much grant money in the past from the various govern¬ 
ments. 

He also believes the town is going to have to find a way to 
deal with higher natural gas and electricity costs as future 
challenges. 




steady in 2000

Despite a lower number of housing permits issued by the 
Town of Didsbury and a slightly lower total value of permits 
number, the town enjoyed another year of steady growth in 
2000. 

Thirty-six S.F.D. (single family dwellings) permits were 
issued last year for a total value of $6,243,650. That is slightly 
down from a year ago when the numbers showed 51 S.D.F.s 
with a value of $6,405,604. 

But the Town did approve of more Commercial and Indus¬ 
trial permits as those numbers rose considerably. 

Thirteen Commercial and another 13 Industrial permits 
were approved, up from six and four respectively. 

“We are attracting developers who are looking to expand 
their operations,” said Town of Didsbury Planning and Devel¬ 
opment Officer Robert Wigg adding that census numbers 
indicate the town is growing. 

“And we are attracting people who want to come here for the 
type of lifestyle we can provide.” 

The growth of Didsbury has been fairly steady since 1996. 
Wigg said that was the year the Town took over its own 
subdivision and development authority. Prior to that date 
everything related to development was contracted out of the 
Red Deer area. 

Wigg said the process has been simplified since the town 
took the job over and the town has been experiencing steady 
growth ever since.

Temporary licences issued to meet demand

Canada’s grain handling 
and marketing companies re¬ 
new their call for the federal 
government to intervene in the 
current transportation im¬ 
passe. 

The Western Grain Eleva¬ 
tor Association says a news 
release issued by the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board points to 
the urgent need for third party 
intervention. 

In response to a threat of 
legal action, the CWB an¬ 
nounced today that it would 
honour its agreements with 
the members of the WGEA, 
and refrain from acting in ex¬ 
cess of its statutory powers. 
“It is unfortunate that for its 
own political purposes the 
CWB chose to characterize a 
decision to honour its legal 
obligations as an effort to 
"vert a strike,” says Ed Guest, 
iXecutive Director, Western 


Grain Elevator Association. 
“At no time did any of the 
WGEA companies threaten a 
strike. WGEA members have 
at all times been prepared to 
deliver grain under existing 
agreements between the CWB 
and grain handlers. 

Thay have communicated 
that same commitment to the 
Board.” 

Guest says, “The CWB has 
been misusing its powers in 
an attempt to impose its will 
on grain handlers by acting 
unilaterally to implement a 
system that will not be effi¬ 


cient. 

"It has now decided to hon¬ 
our existing agreements. 
WGEA members have always 
negotiated in good faith. It is 
difficult for good faith nego¬ 
tiations to proceed in an envi¬ 
ronment where the CWB in¬ 
sists upon unilaterally ignor¬ 
ing its legal obligations and 
the directions of the Canadian 
government.” 

The WGEA says the federal 
government has commissioned 
various studies to position the 
industry for the future. The

Booze, recklessness 
blamed for snowmobile 
deaths in Canada 


Ottawa January 5, 2001- 
Along with this year's snowy 
winter has come an alarming 
number of snowmobile deaths. 
According to the Canada 
Safety Council about 95 Cana- 
dians die every year in 
snowmobile incidents. But the 
Council fears this already-high 
toll may rise in 2001. 

"About three-quarters of 
snowmobile mishaps involve 
alcohol." says Emile Therien. 
president of the Canada Safety 
Council. "Seventy-three per 
cent occur between 6:00 p.m. 
and 6:00 a.m. Drowning and 
hypothermia are the leading 
causes of death. The 15 to 24 
age gboup has the most deaths 


and injuries." 

Snowmobiling - now a 
multi-billion dollar a year in¬ 
dustry in North America - con¬ 
tinues to grow in popularity. 
Canada has about 660,000 reg¬ 
istered snowmobiles. They 
cover a total of 1.65 billion km 
over the winter months. Eighty 
per cent of that riding is on 
maintained club trails. Off-trail 
riding represents only 20 per 
cent of the riding but 80 per 
cent of the fatalities. 

Therien believes these 
deaths are highly preventable. 
While most riders are respon¬ 
sible the profile of high risk 
riders is known and tend to be 
•thrill seekers- . ’ .
